The  class 
officers  for  our  second  year  in  high  school  were:  Benny  Holder,  Presi- 
dent ;  Charles  McGinnis,  Vice-President ;  Virginia  Foust,  Secretary ;  and 
Juanita  Smith,  Treasurer. 

Our  third  year,  which  was  our  Junior  year,  was  really  filled  with 
steady  activity.  The  most  important  event  of  the  year  was  the  Junior- 
Senior  Banquet.  We  had  several  members  that  year  that  made  the  high 
school  baseball  and  basketball  teams.  This  year  for  our  class  officers 
we  had  Pete  Sloan  as  President;  Benny  Holder,  Vice-President;  Juanita 
Smith,  Secretary;  and  Wesley  Propst,  Treasurer. 

Our  Senior  year  has  really  been  one  of  new  experiences  and  excite- 
ment.
